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DETAILED ACTION 
Election 

Claims 14-16, 27, 28 and 31 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the paper filed on 
February 24, 2004. 

Newly submitted claims 29-31 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -1 3, 25 and 26, drawn to a method, classified in class 438, 
subclasses 464. 

II. Claims 29-31 , drawn to a method, classified in class 438, subclass 464. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP, § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because claims to 
both the subcombination and combination are presented and assumed to be 
patentable, and the omission of details of the claimed subcombination in the 
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combination claim is evidence tliat the patentability of the combination does 
not rely on the details of the specific subcombination. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as interconnect structure with a protective overcoat 
over the int erco nnect structure, 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the oi^iginally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 29-31 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and IVIPEP § 
821.03. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13, 25, 26 and 30 are allowable. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose or make obvious a method of fabricating a silicon 
based package in the sequence of forming a silicon wafer with interconnects formed on 
a surface of the wafer and a protective overcoat formed over the interconnect, then 
forming a temporary bond with the overcoat and a wafer holder, then thinning the wafer, 
then forming vias holes in the wafer with metallization in the holes and then removing 
the temporary bond including all the limitation of the independent claims.
